Metro Airport plans 
runway repairs 


A $1.5 million construction project at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport got under- 
way last week with the completion of 
essential intersectional work scheduled 
for August 24. 

Airport officials said the project in- 
volves the reconstruction of two major 
taxiways (D and G) which will restrict 
the use of runway 21-F/3L (the airports 
longest runway — 10,500 feet long) to 


takeoffs only during daylight hours and 
to aircraft using under 5,700 feet in 
length 

The runway will be closed to all land- 
ings during the construction period 
The runway s opposite end — that s 3L 
— is also closed to takeoffs with aircraft 
using the two remaining parallel run- 
ways.

Romulus voters 
reject school 

millage levy

Romulus voters went to the polls Mon- 
day in small numbers but the results 
were significant. 

The millage was defeated by a 2-1 
margin, 1,453 to 718. and challengers 
Daniel Bales and Sandra Langley 
ousted incumbents Wayne Avery and 
Evelyn Hopewell by wide margins in un- 
official results. 

Bales and Langley worked extremely 
hard during the campaign and it paid off 
as Bales led the vote-getters with 1,134 
and Langley finished second with 933, 
almost 100 votes more than Board Presi- 
dent Avery, who was seeking re-election 
to his four year seat. 

Avery garnered only 835 votes and 
Mrs. Hopewell ran fourth with 617 tal- 
lies. A disappointly small turnout of 15 
percent of the registered voters 
bothered to cast ballots. Dorothy Nes- 
ler, the fifth candidate who announced 
she was not act vely campaigning, re- 
ceived 188 votes. 

Including the absentee votes as a pre- 
cinct, 17 of the 20 precincts rejected the 
4.5 mill increase for operations. Only 
Merriman, Beverly and Hayti school 
areas approved the millage. 

That went about as many had pre- 
dicted. 

However, Bales and Langley were the 
real story on election day. Their mar- 
gins kept increasing as the totals rolled 
in from different precincts The good- 
looking, first-time runner for public 
office won 17 of the 20 precincts and 
finished second in another in running up 
a more than 200-vote margin over his 
nearest competitor. 

Mrs. Langley, who campaigned with 
Bales in a determined effort with many 
of the same workers, won only one pre- 
cinct but was runnerup in seven pre- 
cincts and ran strongly in all areas of the 
city. 

Bales was extremely happy at a vic- 
tory party after the polls closed Monday 
night. 

“We ran a good, effective campaign,” 
he said in the joyous atmosphere of 
triumph as well-wishers celebrated the 
results. 

“Our cause and issue was that you 
can’t have a deficit I commend Wayne 
Avery and Mrs Hopewell for their hard 
work on the school board But I think the 
people responded to our call to live with- 
in our means.” 

Bales was referring to himself and 
Mrs. Langley, who had a large contin- 
gent of hard workers out campaigning 
and covering the polls on Monday. 
Bales, in fact, took one week of his vaca- 
tion time last week to go door-to-door to 
win votes. 

“I want to thank my supporters,” 
Bales added, “they did a truly magnifi- 
cent job 1 m sorry for the losers tonight ,

Group files petition to overturn board’s decision 


Huron Township voters must once 
again decide whether they want to be- 
come a “Charter Township 

Petitions were filed last week at 
Township Hall that will override a re- 
cent Board resolution to become a Char- 
ter Township Without these disagree 
ment petitions. Huron would automati- 
cally become a Charter Township 60 
days after the Board resolution, made 
April 8 

There were 621 signatures on the peti- 
tion. “ enough to spare, ” said George 
Angel, organizer of the petition drive 
Law required 346 signatures (ten per- 
cent of the registered voters who voted 
in the last election) to override the 
Board resolution and require the ques- 
tion to be placed on the ballot in the next 
election 


A lot of people were really teed off.” 
Angel said They just voted the same 
issue down last November The Board 
| isn’t listening to the people ” 

Angel feels that the Board should have 
simply put the question on the ballot 
again in the first place Not only would 
he and his helpers been saved the time 
and money spent soliciting signatures, 
but the Board would not have got a 
black eye” for going against the will of 
the people 

Huron Township Clerk Mary Lou 
Carey said she was not sure when the 
Charter Township referendum would be 
placed on the ballot She said an attor- 
ney had advised the Board that they 
could “sit on the petitions until the next 
regular election.” which would not be 
until November. 1982 


State is awaiting bids

State Representative Edward E 
Mahalak, Chairman of the House 
Appropriations Subcommittee on 
Transportation announced today that 
the Department of Transportation will 
be taking bids in Lansing on June 17. 
1981 on several construction projects. 

Bids will be taken on intersection im- 
provements, including construction of 
two-tenths of one mile of left turn lanes 
at the intersection of Raisinville Road 
and M-50. just west of Monroe.” Maha- 
lak announced 

The estimated cost is $100,000 and it is 
expected to be completed in October. 
1981.” 

Bids are to be taken on the construc- 


tion of pressure relief joints and joint 
repair on 11 2 miles of 1-75 Freeway 
from the Ohio State line, north to LaPlai- 
sance Road in Erie, LaSalle and Monroe 
Townships 

The scheduled completion date is 
July. 1982 and the estimated cost is $1.3 
million 

Mahalak added that “ Bids will also be 
taken on the resurfacing of approx- 
imately four-tenths of one mile of 
McBride Road, easterly from Wayne 
Road in Romulus.” He said, this pro- 
ject is expected to be completed in Octo- 
ber of 1981 . with a construction estimate 
cost of $50,000

Strike-torn Webb Forging Co. officials 
announced this week that they may not 
open their plant at 12654 Haggerty Rd. 

4M do not wish to elaborate at this point 
in.time,” said John Handley, a spokes- 
man for the company, “but our Bellevil- 
le operations will be closed as of June 6 

The plant, closed down last March af- 
lef a break-down in labor negotiations 
left more than 80 hourly workers and 
sejne 20 management employees out of 
wjrk. 

The plant has also been the scene of 
violence and vandalism However, no 
arrests have been made. 


The company had a contract with the 
United Steel Workers Local 4823, which 
represents the hourly workers but it ex- 
pired on March 1, 1981. The two sides 
were not able to come to an agreement 
on wages and benefits, and some 80 
workers walked off the job. 

Webb company officials have pointed 
out that the plant has “severe economic 
problems because it could not effective- 
ly compete with other forging plants and 
shops.”

Schools , city ‘ kiss 
and make up 9 


In an apparent effort to heal the 
wounds caused by a minor disagree- 
ment between a City Council member 
and a Board of Education trustee, 
School Supt. William Bedell and Chair- 
man of the Citizens Millage Committee, 
Roger Cadaret, appeared before the 
Romulus City Council last week to make 
a presentation. 

Cadaret made a brief statement 
asking the council to support the millage 
issue and to continue to work with the 
school board in a cooperative manner 

Bedell submitted a written report he 
explained for the Council . other city offi- 
cials, and people in the audience. The 
major portion of his presentation con- 
cerned the operation of the schools’ 
state aid formula. 

Supt Bedell took Council through a 
series of computations to show them 
that when the value of local taxpayers 
homes increase, the amount of money 
the State of Michigan gives the school 
district decreases at exactly the same 
rate. 

“Consequently,” Bedell said, “while 
Romulus homeowners are faced with a 
22 percent state equalized value in- 
crease this coming year, the school dis- 
trict will receive no additional funds 
jfrom that. 

• The formula calls for school districts 
to subtract from their base aid a penal- 
ty ’ the size of which depends on property 
value increases and enrollment size. 

“Consequently, the penalty is larger, 
and the state aid smaller, as values in- 
crease or pupils decrease The higher a 
community’s value, the less money the 
state gives.” 

“The only way to avoid this.” Bedell 
continued, “is to become what they call 
an out-of-formula' school district, 
which means that we would become so 
wealthy in local tax base that we 
wouldn’t depend on the state at all for 


funding. This is a very enviable place to 
be and Romulus could well be there 
within two or three years.” 

Bedell included in his packet of in- 
formation, a financial status report 
showing the need for the 4.5 mills and a 
series of charts contrasting Romulus to 
other Wayne County school districts. 
The nine districts included were 
selected because they share boundaries 
with Romulus or are close in enrollment 
size. They include Garden City. Lincoln 
Park, Redford Union, Southgate. 
Taylor, Van Buren. Wayne-Westland. 
Woodhaven and Wyandotte. 

The comparative date showed that 
Romulus is 5th of the 10 districts in cur- 
rent millage levy. The district ranks 6th 
in percent of budget spent on central and 
school administration, while teacher 
salaries were 10th of the 10 districts and 
34th of the 36 school districts in the State . 

Bedell went on to highlight several 
other comparisons. He pointed out that 
much of the data was for the 1979-80 
school year because these were the 
latest figures published by the County. 
Bedell completed the presentation with 
an explanation of the tax rebate system 
in the State, which returns up to 60 per- 
cent of local taxpayer’s property taxes 
in a refund on their state income tax. 

Mayor Pro-Tern Mary Ann Banks 
thanked Bedell and Cadaret for their 
presentation and indicated that she 
hoped the schools and city would con- 
tinue to cooperate.

While the project will return the full 
use of the now restricted runway as soon 
as possible, some occasional distur- 
bances may be noticed by Romulus resi- 
dents living east of the airport. 

The FAA-approved project does limit 
the available runway configuration, and 
airport area residents are requested to 
consider these limitations when making 
their complaints known. 

“Since these taxiways are among the 
oldest in use at the airport, we must pro- 
ceed with the reconstruction — but we 
will be as quick about it as possible,” 
said an airport spokesman. 


Romulus Community Schools Voca- 
tional Residential Building and Con- 
struction Maintenance Class has just 
completed its “Project House” for the 
1980-81 school year.

Anticipating a $19 7 million deficit this 
year, the Wayne County Board of Au- 
ditors has proposed the layoff of 500 em- 
ployees effective July 1, or as an 
alternative, deferment of fourth- 
quarter cost-of-living payments 
The proposal, presented to the Finan- 
cial Crisis Committee of the Board of 
Commissioners on June 2, was referred 
to the County Labor Relations Board for 
exploration with employee labor- 
bargaining groups 

Along with the Auditors’ proposal, 
suggestions from Commissioners Ed- 
ward K Michalski, Jarrette Simmons 
and Board Chairman Samuel A Turner 
asked for discussion on a possible four- 
day work week, and specific other days 
off without pay during the year such as 
occurs with state employees 
"We are open to and want to explore 
anything that will reduce cost,” ex- 
plained Turner We are agreeable to 
explore any plan that will save jobs, and 
we want the unions to participate fully in 
the decisions.” 

The 500 layoffs or the deferment of 
COLA would reduce the deficit by $5.2 
million , said the Auditors. Other parts of 
their plan, referred for action by the 
Board s Ways and Means Committee, 
would reduce the deficit by $4 5 million 
more, for a total budget reduction in 
1980-81 of $9 7 million 
Speaking of the current budget year, 
the Auditors said. “Given the present 
state of the economy in Michigan and 
the extent to which the current austere 
County budget is already strained, it 
would be unrealistic to forecast that the 
projected 1980-81 deficit can be elimin- 
ated in its entirety ” 

To eliminate the entrie deficit in one 
year would require up to 1,500 layoffs 
from among only 4500 remaining, which 
would VIRTUALLY FORCE THE 
County to cease operations.” the Au- 
ditors predicted Instead, the three- 
member Board of Auditors recom- 
mended the $9 7 million reduction this 
year, and the remainder in the 1981-82 
fiscal year 

‘‘Obviously, the success of the prog- 
ram w ill depend to a great extent on the 
w r hole-hearted cooperation of all County 
elected officials and department 
heads.” the Auditors pointed out 
Sent on for consideration by the Ways 
and Means Committee were cost- 
cutting measures that include the limit- 
ing of child care expenditures to the 
maximum set by the state, w hich would 


save $1 3 million, and the freezing unex- 
pended monies for equipment and con- 
struction. a savings of $700,000 

Also going to Ways and Means is a $2 5 
million savings plan that would require 
a freeze on hiring and or a por-rata man- 
datory savings share in all depart- 
ments. 

The Auditors report and recom- 
mendations were presented at the re- 
quest of the Board of Commissioners, 
w hich in April asked for an explanation 
of why a projected $19 7 million deficit in 
April when a balanced budget was sub- 
mitted in October In their report, the 


Auditors point to unexpected revenue 
shortfalls and over-expenditures, with 
the Sheriff s department a chief ex- 
ample 

Revenue shortfalls, according to the 
Auditors were heaviest in the County’s 
expected share of state income tax dis- 
tribution A difference of $3 8 million is 
due to the poor economy and population 
changes between 1970 and 1980 census 
data. 

Sheriff William Lucas, say the Au- 
ditors in their report, is responsible for 
the biggest overexpenditure of almost $3 
(Continued on Page A-6) 


‘Super sewer, 
super problem? 


At least one Canton Township board 
member feels that Super Sewer” is a 
“super problem” 

Trustee Steve Larson said Tuesday 
night at the township board meeting that 
he believed that the township should dis- 
associate itself from the Huron Valley 
Wastewater Control system, a group 
that is putting the groundwork together 
for the “super sewer.” 

Detroit was ordered by the federal 
government in 1977 to improve its waste 
disposal and water system In order to 
receive some $200 million in matching 
federal funds, the Detroit Water Board 
had to come up with its share of the fi- 
nances Hence Detroit launched a rash 
of increases to its 52-community cus- 
tomers that have not stopped 

Suburban communities have orga- 
nized to fight in court and also success- 
fully applied on federal grants to study 
the feasibility of a “Super Sewer.” 

“When the Super Sewer presentation 
was made to us,” said Larson. “I felt 


then that w'hen we finally got hooked up 
to the system it was going to be a much 
more expensive system than we have 
now 

’ And thus far no one has presented me 
any facts to change my mind,” Larson 
said Because of the problems the De- 
troit sewer was having, it was felt we 
could build another sewer system, a 
brand new one. but the fact of the matter 
is it’s very expensive. 

Their presentation was based on 
nopulation trends when we were grow- 
ing faster than any other community, 
however, the boom years’ in Michigan 
appear to have ended as well in south- 
eastern Michigan, and growth in this 
township has stabilized,” Larson added, 
“so we won’t be getting the numbers to 
hook into the new system, therefore 
costs will be greater,” 

Noel Culbert. former township super- 
visor. later said the township had en- 
gineering surveys done, and the bot- 
tom line was what was it going to cost 
you in the long run.”

Board eyes cuts in school programs 


Huron School District voters re- 
sponded in the same way as residents of 
other areas as they soundly rejected 
four millage proposals on Monday s 
annual school ballot. 

The margin on all four propositions 
was nearly 3-1. 

In the race for one 4-year term on the 
school board. John Watson defeated 
Jackie Dregansky by a toal of 670 to 579 


Proposition I. which called for a 4 627- 
mill increase for operational purposes, 
was buried by a total of 955 to 377. 

Proposition II. a 437-mill request to 
keep extra-curricular activities, lost 962 
to 360 

Proposition III was a 1-mill increase 
for maintenance and repair of school 
facilities and lost by approximately the 
same margin. 933-399 


Proposition IV. which asked voter 
permission to override the Headlee 
Amendment limitation placed on 
already-authorized millages, suffered 
the largest margin to defeat in going 
down, 1,015 to 305. 

Watson, a graduate of Huron High in 
1958, ran mainly on the issues of holding 
tight reins on teacher salaries and pro- 
viding more academic subjects for stu- 
dents. 


He said he would like to see Huron 
return to a minimum of a 6-hour day 
Huron once had an outstanding system 
but it's really slipped in the last few 
years,” he said during his campaign 

In carving out his nearly 100-vote vic- 
tory margin, Watson hit teachers’ salar- 
ies hard ‘The biggest thing that’s kill- 
ing us is the teachers’ salaries. " he said 
He plans to work hard on the board to set 


the salaries at what he feels is a more 
reasonable level 

Labeling the present board as pro 
teacher in his campaign, he agreed the 
system needs more teachers 1 But these 
(present) teachers will need to take a 
pay cut,” he declared 
Watson, an engineer at Ford Motor 


Company and a farmer, said he cares 
about the children in the school district 
He called for a change in direction by the 
present board 

‘We’ve got to change some of the 
things we've been doing and work 
together to make Huron the school dis- 
trict it used to be, Watson said

From the world’s tallest hotel and 
busiest locks, to colorful downtown mu- 
rals depicting the nation’s past and 
magical luminescent fountains, unique 
landmarks have helped make Michigan 
the Midwest’s tourist capital, according 
to the Automobile Club of Michigan. 

Each region of the state offers visitors 
must-see attractions which evoke 
curiosity, delight and even awe. 

Michigan ranks First in the world with 
at least five landmarks. 

Detroit's shimmering waterfront 
jewel, the Renaissance Center, has as 
its centerpiece the 73-story Plaza Hotel, 
the world’s tallest. 

Sault St. Marie is the state’s oldest 
city and site of the Soo Locks, the 
world’s busiest. Visitors can view' lock 
operations up-close from an observation 
deck, a tour boat or overhead from a 
tour train.

Another Great Lakes landmark, the 
Blue Water Bridge links Port Huron 
with its Canadian sister city of Sarnia. 
The bridge is the eleventh-longest can- 
tilever span on the Continent. 

Jackson’s Cascades at Sparks Foun- 
tain is the oldest fountain of its type in 
the Western Hemisphere. It has been 
home for dazzling multi-colored light 


shows on summer evenings since 1932 
Light, water and music also combine to 
delight visitors at Grand Haven’s 
Musical Fountain on summer evenings. 

Many state landmarks are links to 
Michigan’s past 

A downtown Grand Rapids fixture 
since 1969, Alexander Calder’s mod- 
ernistic sculpture, La Grande Vitesse, 
pays homage to the rapids which gave 
the city its name. It welcomes visitors to 
the city-county building at Vandenberg 
Center 

Encircled by the pines and oaks of the 
Huron National Forest near Oscoda, 
Lumberman’s Monument is a 20-ton 
bronze recalling the era when white pine 
was king in Michigan. It is located on a 
bluff overlooking the Au Sable River. 

De Zwaan, the 200-year-old. 12-story 
European windmill in Holland’s Wind- 
mill Island Park, serves as a reminder 
of that city ’s Dutch heritage. 

Tw o towering structures are recogniz- 
able from miles away in Ann Arbor and 
Lansing. 

The University of Michigan’s Burton 
Memorial Tower houses the Baird Caril- 
lon. fourth largest in the nation, featur- 
ing 55 bells varying in weight from 12 
pounds to 12 tons. 

Since 1879, Lansing’s skyline has been, 
dominated by the impressive State 
Capitol The weathered structure is one 
of the state’s top tourist attractions and 
weekday tours are offered . 

Another structure which is the focal 
point of a city’s historical architecture is 
Marshall’s Honolulu House. It was built 
by a former state Supreme Court Chief 
Justice who later became U S. Counsul 
to Hawaii. It is thought to be modeled 
after his Hawaiian home and now 
houses the Marshall Historical Society. 

Since the 1976 Bicentennial, Bay City 
has been known as the "Mural City,” 
because of its 28 wall paintings depicting 
revolutionary and other historical 
themes.

The mowing height for most Kentucky 
Bluegrass and five-leaved fescue is one 
and a half to two inches Mow low grow r - 
ing grasses to a height of about one-half 
inch to minimize accumulation of 
thatch Keep the blade of your mower 
sharp Dull blades tear the leaves, giv- 
ing a brown cast to the lawn 

To plan a good fertilization program it 
will be helpful to conduct a reliable soil 
test every five years Testing for PH, 
phosphorus and potassium can be done 
at the local Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice. To gather a good sample, take at 
least 10 to 12 different samples from the 
area to be tested. Mix these samples 
thoroughly and send one-half cup of this 
combined dry soil as your sample to be 
tested 

Read the label on the bag of fertilizer 
before you spend your money, and hna 
out how r much each pound of nitrogen 
costs I recently checked garden supply 
centers and found that the cost of ferti- 
lizer — figured on the basis of the nit- 
rogen content — varied by as much as 
100 percent. 

Do not be confused by a manufactur- 
er’s statement that a bag of fertilizer 
will cover 5,000 or 10,000 square feet 
Coverage isn’t the vital statistic with 
fertilizer; w ? hat matters is the nitrogen 
content. Let’s suppose for example, a 
fertilizer is labeled 20-8-5 That means 20 
percent, or 20 out of every 100 pounds, is 
nitrogen So to provide four pounds of 
nitrogen per 1,000 square feet per year, 
you need 20 pounds of that 20-8-5 mixture 
per 1,000 square feet of your lawn 

Phosphorus, the ingredient indicated 
by the second number on fertilizer 
labels, moves very slowly through the 
soil For that reason smaller amounts 


are needed It should be applied on a 
regular basis, since without phosphorus 
roots do not grow' fully, leaves are 
stunted and plants fail to mature prop- 
erly 

The third essential element in fertiliz- 
er. potassium, helps build strong root 
systems, aids in disease resistance, and 
improves the ability of the plants to 
withstand cold w r eathcr and drought 
It is best to fertilize a minimum of 
twice a year, once in the spring and ear- 
ly September 

Soils that are strongly acidic should be 
limed To correct an acidic soil condi- 
tion. broadcast finely ground limestone, 
at any time of year, at the rate of 25 to 30 
lbs. per 1,000 square feet of lawn 
Adequate w'ater is essential for best 
turf grass growth, density and color 
Thoroughly wet the soil to a depth of six 


to eight inches Shallow , frequent irriga- 
tion can result in shallow rooting and 
increased disease problems Do not wa- 
ter in the evening as this can be favor- 
able to the grow th of fungus diseases 
Thatch consists of tightly interming- 
led layer of living and dead stems and 
roots of the turf grass plant that de- 
velops between the green vegetation 
and the soil surface Thatch depth is best 
determined by cutting a pie-shaped 
wedge at least 2 inches deep and ex- 
amining the vertical cross section 
If thatch accumulation exceeds one- 
half inch thatch control should be 
started, many lawns may never need 
de-thatching Also, de-thatch when 
growing conditions are favorable for 
rapid recovery like in September or 
early spring, before active growth be- 
gins.

Even 
among paternal types, there is wide 
variation in how much fathers invest in 
their young, she notes, with male mam- 
mals investing less than birds and 
fishes, though more than reptiles and 
some amphibians. 

Still, there are dedicated daddies 


throughout the animal kingdom— from 
the beaver to the bush dog, from the pha- 
larope to the penguin. Here's a Father's 
Day salute to them 
Top honors for paternal provisioning 
must surely go to the Emperor Penguin, 
the largest of the penguins, which 
makes its home on the inhospitable shelf 
ice of Antarctica . While we in the North- 
ern Hemisphere are enjoying summer, 
it is winter in Antarctica and perpetual- 
ly dark Even as you read this, each pap 
penguin is standing alone with a single 
egg in the dark, bitter cold, abandoned 
by his mate after a two-month whirl- 
wind courtship.

During their late fall fling, the male 
and female, apparently forego eating 
better things to do, entirely forgo eating 
and engage instead in an elaborate 
series of dispalsy which culminate in 
mating. The female lays one egg. then 
promptly vanishes off to sea to feast, 
leaving her hapless, hungry helpmate 
holding the egg 

The male penguin does not build a nest 
but holds the egg on his feet, covering it 
with a fold of his bellyskin throughout 
the entire incubation period Since he 
doen not dare abandon his potential 
offspring in order to eat, by the time the 
chick hatches some 60 days later, the 


male has lost 35 to 45 percent of his 
weight during his four-month fast 
If the vacationing momma has not re- 
turned by the time baby hatches, daddy 
also caters the first meal for the chick 
The story has a happy ending, though, 
since mom eventually returns and both 
parents share the brooding and feeding 
responsibilities for the next five months. 


While much is known about this extraor- 
dinary example of fatherhood, no one 
has carried out studies on marital bliss 
among the peripatetic penguin. 

The usual parental roles are even 
more reversed in the red phalarope, a 
slim-necked shorebird that breeds on 
the arctic tundra and winters at sea,

It happened 
back in ‘the 
good ole days’ 

By PARK E. GREGORY 

June of 1945 had arrived and so had graduation 
time for Belleville High School. 

The old gym was decorated (or the occasion and 
Charlie Gault who ran a radio shop about where 
Gault Village now stands brought in a public address 
amplifier, speakers and microphones for the cere- 
monies. , * 

My part was to operate the system during bacca- 
laureat and commencement. 

The experience was most satisfying and by the end 
of the next year we had selected and purchased our 
own equipment which consisted of a thirty-watt 
amplifier, two speakers in portable cases and a cou- 
ple of crystal microphones on chromium plated 
stands. 

We used it for all student assemblies throughout 
the 1945-46 school year. 

When graduation time came again I was of course 
scheduled for the high school events, but what I re- 
member best was the sixth grade graduation at 
Louella Leonard's school on Third Street 
There was a group of maples on the Church Street 
side of the school and lots of green clipped grass 

Stanley Sobolewski and Lewis Miller, high school 
custodians, had brought down a load of those old 
green, steel, folding chairs from the high school 
whlcfi they were setting up on the lawn and 1 had the 
public address amplifier. 

Stan and Louie helped me tie the speakers up in the 
trees. We ran a long extension cord out from the 
school and I was soon involved with testing, testing. 

The graduation was set for early evening and in the 
distance there were gathering clouds and faint rolls 
of thunder. 

The parents were seated, all twenty seven of the 
sixth-graders were in place. Louella Leonard made 
the introductions, Cleveland Roe delivered the 
address and the diplomas were handed out. 

Parents and graduates scattered as the first drops 
fell. I got the amplifier into the car first along with 
the microphones. Then as the lightning flashed and 
the thunder boomed I was up the trees getting the 
speakers down. I must have thought those fifteen 
dollar speakers were worth more than life. 

As the demand grew for more outdoor use of the 
thirty-watter 1 could see the need for a couple of 
trumpet speakers. With these we could project sound 
for great distances outside. The trumpet speaker 
consists of a horn and a driver unit which screw s onto 
the small end of the horn. 

The driver unit is where all the electrical energy is 
converted into sound. 

The chemistry and physics room where I taught 
was on the second floor over the superintendent s 
office. 

This was handy when the plumbing leaked — it got 
fixed immediately. 

But also it was handy for an experiment. In the 
small stockroom at the rear of the chemistry room 
there was a small crack in the ceiling next to the 
inside wall. 

The crack was large enough to push a wire through 
into the attic. The hall ceiling just outside the stock- 
room had a hole in the plaster about half the size of 
my hand. 

This offered a possibility that came to mind im- 
mediately. I pushed a wire into the attic and placed a 
driver unit, connected to it, over that hole in the hall 
ceiling. 

Announcements could be read over the system at 
the close of the day and students were somewhat 
mystified as to the source. Even a whisper with the 
volume turned up was ear-piercing. 

We saw the possibilities of installing some fixed 
speakers in the halls and a control center in Erwin 
Johnson’s office at the west end of the upper hall. 

We even mounted a trumpet on the roof aimed at 
the football field just in case we had to call someone 
.who w f as out there. 

We didn’t have to wait long for that, but what 
should have proved how smart we were, failed 
A mother called to ask us to send her son home for a 
minor emergency. 

We knew' he was on the football field so I turned on 
the amplifier and relayed the message to the student 
but he didn’t come. 

Finally I walked out there. He said he heard me 
alright but thought it was a joke. 

There was one incident where the thirty-watter 
almost got us all into serious trouble. It w r as in the 
days before there was electricity at the ball field 
There were no lights and the games were played 
afternoons. One time an FM station in Wayndotte 
decided to broadcast a football game from the Belle- 
ville High School ball field. 

The telephone company put in a line from the 
street to a point just under my stockroom window. 
From there it ran along the building, around the west 
end, then to a tree and down to the ground where it 
lay along the fence leading to the football field The 
game was broadcast along that telephone line to the 
station in Wyandotte. 

After the game the line lay there for days and that 
gave me an idea. 

If I clipped the wire just under my stockroom win- 
down and brought it inside, put a plug on the end and 
plugged it into a light socket just maybe we would 
have enough current at the ball field end to run our 
amplifier for next Friday’s game 

Carl Simmons thought it w as a good idea so l gave 
him a meter and told him to go out to the end of the 
line and test for current. In the meantime I w'ould 
have the line clipped and plugged in 
Well. Carl got back before I expected he could He 
was running and puffing, ‘ Pull the plug, pull the 
plug" 

It seems that without ever letting me know the 
telephone company had diverted the line that very 
morning to a construction shack at the back end of 
the west w ing and connected a telephone to it 
The telephone reacted rather oddly to the 120 volts 
pouring into it. After tearing itself apart it just sat 
there and smoked 

No less than three telephone trucks rushed in. re- 
pairs were made, but no one even talked to me 
Maybe Cleveland Roe promised to fire me. He nev- 
er did But maybe I shouldn’t be telling this

(Continued from Page A-9) 
south of the equator The small, sub- 
dued-color males are ardently pursued 
by the larger, more gaily dressed 
females until the male succumbs to her 
charms and builds a nest, suually on a 
low bank covered with short grass The 
female duly deposits as many as four 
eggs, then takes off for the open tundra, 
perhaps to flirt with other males, leav- 
ing the would-be father to incubate the 
eggs and raise the chicks on his own 
Such unseemly maternal behavior led 
one naturalist to observe that the female 
red phalarope is a poor mother at 
best ” 

Moving on from feathered fathers to 
the watery world of fishes, there are a 
number of species in which the male 
guards the eggs laid by the female but 
only a few fish can compete with the 
curious case of the seahorse, a small, 
warm-water creature in which the male 
literally gives birth 

The female seahorse dumps her eggs 
in a specialized brood pouch located be- 
neath the male’s tail and swims away— 
forever At birth, the male contorts his 
body and expels the young through the 
single opening in the pouch It s labor of 
love that keeps the seahorse sire quite 
busy— the dwarf seahorse, for example, 
breeds nine months of the year and is 
capable of giving birth every 10 days to a 
whole new batch of fish fry. . 

Sad to say, such fatherly devotion is 
rare among mammals, zoologist Klei- 
man points out, but to be perfectly fair, 
there are sound biological reasons 
which partly explain this fatherly neg- 
lect. After all. among mammals, only 
the female can incubate" the egg since 
it is fertilized internally, and only the 
mother has the ability — and equip- 
ment— to nurse the young This rules out 
two roles for male mammals that male 
birds and fishes can perform as well as 
their female mates 

But if you disregard these sex differ- 
ences. Kleiman says, male mammals to 
have te same potential to care for the 
young as females They can provide 
food, shelter defense, cleaning, car- 
rying and grooming They can also 
socialize, play and babysit with the 
youngsters.

Conservation and Research Center in 
Front Royal. Va 

The father s role is incredible." an 
admiring Porton says in one instance, 
w r e saw a male help pull the pup from the 
female during birth, and in each of the 
births we've witnessed, the male pulls 
out and consumes much of the after- 
birth 

“As soon as the pups are born, the 
father aids the mother in licking the 
pups dry and from then on takes a nearly 
equal role in caring for the young The 
mother nurses the infants for about 10 
weeks, but during this time the father 
continues to clean them and sleeps with 


the pups, which helps regulate their

CABLE TELEVISION COMPANIES FOR CABLE TELEVISION SER- 
VICES: TO REQUIRE A FRANCHISE FOR CABLE TELEVISION 
SERVICE AND TO ESTABLISH FEES. CONDITIONS. REQUIRE- 
MENTS AND PROCEDURES FOR OBTAINING A FRANCHISE TO 
PROVIDE FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF RATES FOR SERVICES 
AND PROCEDURES TO VARY RATES: TO ESTABLISH PROCE- 
DURES AND REGULATIONS RELATING TO TERMINATION RE- 
VOCATION, SURRENDER ANI> RENEWAL OF FRANCHISES: TO 
ESTABLISH A CABLE TELEVISION COMMISSION TO ESTABLISH 
PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION OF THIS ORDINANCE 
THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE ORDAINS 
SECTION 1 That Ordinance 81-208, entitled “City of Belleville Cable Tele- 
vision Franchise" is hereby further amended by amending Sections 3 8, 3.12. 

4.1. 4.3. 4.8. 5.1 . 8.8. 8 9. 8 118 14.8 16. and 8.19. which amended sections shall 
read as follows : 

ARTICLE 111 

FRANCHISE AND APPLICATION 

SECTION 3 8 Duration and Acceptance of Franchise, The franchise and the 
rights, privileges and authority granted shall take effect and be in force from 
and after final passage of the franchise as provided by law, and shall continue 
in force and effect for a term of fifteen ( 15) years, provided that within sixty 
(60) days after the date of final passage of the franchise, the applicant shall 
execute a Franchise Agreement which shall contain its unconditional accept- 
ance of the franchise and promise to comply with and abide by all of its 
provisions, terms and conditions and all of the provisions, terms, and condi- 
tions of this Ordinance, as amended Such acceptance and promise shall be in 
writing duly executed and sworn to, by or on behalf of the F ranchisee before a 
notary public or other officer authorized by law to administer oaths. 

SECTION 3 12 Police Powers In accepting the franchise, the Franchisee 
acknowledges that its rights are subject to the City Charter and the police ^ 
power of the City to adopt and enforce general ordinances necessary to the 
safety and welfare of the public ; and it agrees to comply w ith the Charter and 
all applicable general laws and ordinances enacted by the City pursuant to 
such power. Provided, however, any amendment of this Ordinance shall be 
reasonable and shall not conflict with or alter the rights granted herein 
Any conflict between the provisions of this Ordinance and the franchise and 
any other present or future lawful exercise of the City’s police powers shall be 
resolved in favor of the latter 

ARTICLE IV 

FRA NC HISE FEE 

SECTION 4 1 Franchise Fee For the reason that the streets of the City to be 
used by the Franchisee in the operation of its system within the boundaries of 
the City are valuable public properties acquired and maintained by the City at 
great expense to its taxpayers, and that the grant to the Franchisee to the said 
streets is a valuable property right without which the Franchisee would be 
required to invest substantial capital in right-of-way costs and acquisitions, 
the Franchisee, (subject to any valid applicable, rule or regulation of the 
FCC) shall pay to the City an amount equal to five per cent (5 r J) of the 
Franchisee's gross annual revenues per year (payable quarterly) from all 
sources attributable to the operations of the Franchisee w ithin the confines of 
the City, or reasonably related to service rendered within the City. In the 
event that it is determined that the FCC lacks jurisdiction to impose a limita- 
tion on franchise fees, or that the limit is raised, then the franchise fee will be 
subject to renegotiation 

SECTION 4 3 Payment Such franchise fee shall be payable on the 15th day 
of the month following the calendar quarter for w hich it is payable No license 
fees or taxes levied upon the Franchisee by the City shall be credited against 
the payment required herein The Franchisee shall file a complete and accu- 
rate verified statement of all gross revenues covering the calendar quarter 
for which said payment is made 

SECTION 4 8 Fiscal Reports The Franchisee shall file annually with the 
City Treasurer, no later than one hundred twenty < 120) days alter the end ol 
the Franchisee s fiscal year, a copy of a financial report applicable to the 
system including a statement of income applicable to its operations during 
the preceding twelve < 12) month period, a balance sheet, and a statement of 
its properties devoted to Belleville system operations by categories, giving 
its investment in such properties on the basis of original cost . less applicable 
depreciation These records shall be certified as correct by an authorized 
officer of the Franchisee and there shall be submitted along w ith them such 
other reasonable information as the City shall request with respect to the 
franchisee s properties and expenses related to its system operations within 
the City 


ARTICLE V 

ADVISORY COMMISSION 

SECTION 5 1 Belleville Cable Television Programming Adviso ry Commis- 
sion. The Council may create a cable television programming advisory com- 
mission consisting of’seven (7) members, representative of the City ’s popula- 
tion w ho shall be appointed by the Mayor with the consent of the Council Such 
Commission shall be organized in such a manner as to represent the major 
areas of community interest including, but not limited to human relations, 
religion, recreation, civic and community service, government, education, 
senior citizens, service organizations, and the arts 

ARTICLE VIII 

miscellameqiis 

SECTION 8 8 Construction Timetable. Franchisee shall promptly and as 
soon as possible after the granting of the franchise described in this Ordi- 
nance apply to the FCC for all permission and authority necessary for the 
lawful operation of a CATV System Franchisee shall exercise all reasonable 
efforts to complete in a workmanlike manner and in conformity with all 
applicable State. Federal , and City rules and regulations all construction of a 
CATV System within the City within twenty-four months or less from the date 
upon which it receives all necessary permits The Franchisee shall not be re- 
sonsible for any delays in the progress of work due to labor disputes . fire , acts 
of God. unusual delay in transportation, unavoidable casualties, failure of 
other persons to meet properly their respective commitments, including, by 
way of example and not limitation, suppliers of essential services or goods, or 
any and all other causes beyond the Grantee’s control 
SECTION 8 9 Local Origination Services. The Franchisee will maintain and 
operate a fully-equipped studio w'ithin the local area and convenient to the 
City of Belleville w-hich will be capable of operation at remote locations. A 
channel will be dedicated for the use of the School District and the local 
private schools 

SECTION 8 11 Subsequent Franchises. Should the Franchisee or any sub- 
sidiary of Franchisee, enter into any arrangement w ith any other comparable 
Michigan municipality relative to a franchised cable television system on 
terms which are more favorable to such other municipality, or its residents, 
w'hether by way of rates, franchise fee, services, facilities, or otherwise, than 
those applicable to the City of Belleville, the more favorable terms shall inure 
to the benefit of the City of Belleville and its residents as though they were 
directly incorporated in this Ordinance Further, the Franchisee shall in- 
corporate into the cable television system such technological and other 
changes that become available during the term of this franchise based upon 
the state of the art of the industry, and reasonable economic feasibility. 

SECTION 8 14 Local Office or Agent The franchisee shall share or main- 
tain a local area business office or agent for receiving via a non-toll telephone 
call, inquiries or complaints regarding the quality of service, equipment 
malfunctions, billing disputes and similar matters. All complaints and in- 
quiries will be investigated, responded to or acted upon as promptly as is 
practical, and unless circumstances otherw ise require, within three business 
days of their receipt 

SECTION » 16 Interconnections The Franchisee s system shall be de- 
signed and constructed so as to be capable of interconnection with any sys- 
tems existing in municipalities contiguous to Belleville (and insofar as it is 
technically and economically feasible) with such systems anticipated for 
future construction ; and the Franchiseee shall make reasonable and diligent 
efforts to accomplish interconnection with such systems However . nothing in 
this provision shall prohibit the charging to subscribers, on a time-used basis, 
or extra fees for cablecase channels received from noncontinguous systems 
SECTION 8 19 Violations and Penalties A violation of any of the provisions 
of this Ordinance shall constitute a misdemeanor Each day that a violation is 
permitted to exist or does in fact exist shall constitute a separate offense Any 
person, firm or corporation who violates any of the provisions of this Ordi- 
nance shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be 
subject to a fine not exceeding Five Hundred ($500.00) Doflars or ninety (90) 
days in jail, or both, in the discretion of the Court The section shall not apply 
to Franchisee as it is subject to Section 3 13 
SECTION 2 This Ordinance shall become effective upon publication

The voters came on but 


what did they say? 

The local electorate continues to keep us guessing. Like, what 
are they trying to say, if anything, by Monday's annual school 
election. 

Voters turned down almost every millage proposal that re- 
quested an increase in operational funds, but whenever and 
wherever there was a renewal on the ballot they gave their un- 
equivocal stamp of approval. 

Are they trying to tell school board members and superinten- 
dents of schools, “Better live with what you’ve got because we 
‘ain’t got any more to give you?” Are the voters, who were over- 
whelmingly dissatisifed with the state's Proposal A just a few 
weeks ago, saying: “Show us that you can balance the budget 
despite the mass unemployment and inflationary economy and 
maybe when times are better we can reconsider your needs?” 

One thing for sure, the voters are watching their local school 
boards. They won’t let them slip anything past them without a 
fight. That’s the message, we felt here, when proposal after- 
proposal for additional monies went down, while renewals, even 
the hefty 32 mills in the Wayne-Westland Community School Dis- 
trict was approved by the voters. 

So what’s next in the way of local school financing? Hopefully, 
no more piillage elections in the near future. 

The voters have spoken. Now it’s time for the school districts to 
tighten their financial belts, just as the individual households 
have been forced to do in recent times. And if that belt tightening 
must include cutbacks, so be it. 

Yes, cutting back on school services will hurt. Yes, reductions 
in salaries and extra-curricular programs won’t be easy. And yes, 
new educational projects will have to be put on hold. 

Voters simply do not want to pay more taxes for whatever 
reason: property, school millage, federal or state. After Mon- 
day’s school election, that message is once again crystal clear.

A few years ago it was almost inconceivable for “little girls” 
to don catcher's masks and sweat up in baseball games, or run 
track or play soccer. 

They were, after all, “made of everything sweet and nice." 

But, thanks to a couple of federal laws and the emergence of

There are some bad CB’ers ... just plain 
rotten CB ’ers ! But for every one of the bad ones there 
are a few hundred good ones ..super CB’ers! Think 
of it in this way : before there was ever a CB radio, 
there were people. There were caring, considerate 
people and then there were rude . arrogant and ignor- 
ant people. It remains the same today. 

Owning a CB radio hasn’t changed either of those 
types of people. A CB radio is like a bottle of wine 
When used properly, the Bible tells us. it is good for 
the body. But when a person misuses it, the person 
becomes disgusting. Notice ... the wine doesn’t 
change. It’s the user that becomes disgusting The 
same applies to a CB radio In the hands of a good 
user, it has been, is and will continue to be a great 
benefit to the whole world !

The world of CB users includes 
a large variety of people ... all colors, creeds, 
nationalities and basic credentials There's a profes- 
sional athlete in the east, a newscaster in the north, a 
businessman in the west, teachers throughout the 
world, a chemist in Europe, electricians in the south 
And then there are the students, farmers, grandpa- 
rents and big wonderful world of truck drivers! 

Financially, some are wealthy , some are poor ; but 
most are the average, middleclass working people

Fireworks can be a lot of fun... but also very dangerous 


Every Fourth of July , children ask the 
ame old questions . and parents grapple 
or some new answers and reasons why 
ireworks are off limits to youngsters. 

“You re spoiling our fun What harm 
•an a firecracker do anyway 9 ” 

“When you were a kid. you did every - 
hing you wanted What’s wrong with 
ireworks 9 Why can’t 1 have fun like vou 
lid?” 

Before surrendering to their pleas, 
'ou might want to explore some evi- 
lence of why fireworks can be 
langerous 

• It was May. 1976. in a New Jersey 
»igh school A prankster had tossed an 
llegal fireworks device into a glass 
:abinet in a corridor Seconds later . two 
eenage girls passed within three feet of 
he cabinet . as the device exploded One 
;irl died when glass cut her jugular 
/ein 

• Having fun was the reason two boys 
jave for setting off a firecracker in a 
ree stump in Walnut Creek, Calif in 


June, 1979 When firemen finally put 
their hoses away, two persons were hos- 
pitalized and three homesgutted; dam- 
age was put at $330,000 
• In the aftermath of new year’s 
celebrations in January, 1980, some chil- 
dren on the island of Kauai Hawaii, 
gathered pieces of firecrackers and put 
them in a small glass bottle One lighted 
the powder A three-year-old girl died 
and six companions were hospitalized 
for injuries from the explosion 
Bystanders are often innocent victims 
of explosions Last July 4. an 18-year-old 
Bremen, Indiana, man died from a fire- 
works accident a four-year-old East 
St Louis, 111 . boy was killed when a ro- 
man candle misfired in a home fire- 
works celebration and on the preced- 
ing day. a Montana man died when a 
mortar shell exploded 
Many thousands of fireworks dia 
plays on Independence Day are un- 
eventful except for the festive holiday 
spirit that results from the bombs bur- 


sting in air.’’ Cities, towns and villages 
across the nation stage the displays be- 
cause residents are less inclined to set 
off their own fireworks after having 
their fill of the public celebration 
In spite of this, untold Americans risk 
life and limb every year in an effort to 
create their own explosive devices On 
July 3, 1979 three persons died when 
homemade fireworks exploded in the 
basement of a WestPhiladelphia. Pa . 
home, three explosions ripped through 
the structure A few days later, a 16- 
year-old Texas youth died when his 
homemade firecracker exploded 
What is being done to comb at these 
fireworks related injuries and deaths 9 
Working cooperatively, agencies at 
the local state and federal level are en- 
forcing prevailing laws governing the 
sale of illegal fireworks, and stepping up 
inspections of contraband fireworks ex- 
ported to the US or manufactured 
domestically by unlicensed firms 
Some states have closed their borders 


to fireworks of any kind Fifteen states 
have banned everything except the caps 
used in toy cap pistols; 14 states allow 
caps and sparklers, but prohibit every- 
thing The remaining 21 states have dif- 
fering laws, but they essentially ban all 
fireworks except those which meet the 
requirements of the federal govern- 
ment 

At the national level, three Washing- 
ton agencies are committed to reducing 
injuries from fireworks accidents 

• The Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms in the U S Department of the 
Treasury has jurisdiction over the 
licensing of companies engaged in the 
production of explosives, including fire- 
works Regulations cover all aspects of 
manufacture, security, personnel safe 
ty and storage 

• The U S Department of Transporta- 
tion regulates interstate transport of 
fireworks, including packaging, mark- 
ing. labeling and placarding 

• The U S Consumer Product Safety 


Commission regulates those fireworks 
that may be sold to consumers, includ- 
ing chemicals that may not be used, 
physical specifications, performance 
requirements and labeling 

Consumer protectgion against 
dangerous fireworks became a federal 
responsibility in 1966 when Congress 
enacted the Child Protection Act With 
that law, the so-called ‘ blockbuster’’ 
fireworks were declared illegal Cherry 
bombs. M-80 salutes and the giant firec- 
rackers containing more than two 
grains of explosive powder were 
banned 

In 1973, when the CPSC was estab- 
lished. fireworks safety became a prior- 
ity Three years later, fireworks safety 
was strengthened further In December 
1976 the agency ruled that firecrackers 
sold to consumers could contain no more 
than 50 milligrams of explosive powder , 
prior to that time, firecrackers could 
contain as much as 130 milligrams, 
almost 160 per cent more explosive 


powder 

With the clamp down, fireworks-re- 
lated accidents at first declined signifi- 
cantly, but are now on the rise, CPSC 
says. 

During the last year before the 1976 
law took effect there were about 11,000 
injuries from fireworks. The figure de- 
clined to 8,200 in 1977 when the new reg- 
ulation took effect, and to 7,100 in 1978. 
but it rose to 8, 100 in 1979 and to 9,424 last 
year 

Product abuse appears to be the most 
frequent cause for fireworks injuries. 
CPSC’s study in 1979 showed that over 60 
per cent of the injuries from legal or 
illegal fireworks were due to product 
misuse, not product malfunction Furth- 
ermore, the malfunctioning fireworks 
were, for the most part, banned fire- 
works under the federal law In those 
cases where malfunctioning legal fire- 
works were involved in accidents, the 
injuries were minor and did not often 
require hospitalization 
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Exploiting myth 
about Vietnam 

EDITOR — Unfortunately the 
errors in R E. Utley s letter attack- 
ing my views on Vietnam may not be 
self-evident even to astute readers. 
Since he has insulted me and misled 
your subscribers, I beg the chance to 
reply 

Utley is exploiting a myth that 
combat veterans know all about Viet- 
nam because “they were there”. 
Most people feel so guilty about not 
having a Purple Heart that they 
accept this falsehood without chal- 
lenge. 

Iq fact, getting shot at does not 
rn^ce a man an expert on war any 
moj^ than getting pregnant makes a 
woman an expert on genetics. 
Heaven knows that combat alone 
does not make someone an expert on 
a country’s politics or society. 

Utley ignores the fact that I was 
there, too I was not a combat soldier 
But,I did get out into the field, saw 1 the 
country, met its people and observed 
its troops As an eyewitness myself, I 
cart attest that Vietnam was too com- 
plex to be understood through a gun- 
sigtit 

How r would w r e feel if a Chinese man 
came to a Texas Army post for one 
year, never learned English, never 
read any books about us, spent most 
of his time in the desert and the rest 
in camp, visited our cities only to eat 
in Chinese restaurants, never left 
Texas, and then went home and told 
his friends he was an expert on U S. 
politics and public opinion? 

Yet that is exactly the preposter- 
ous arrogance that Utley and a lot of 
other |x-GI’s are guilty of. 

I am not a professor. (If Utley real- 
ly knew' anything about the Vietnam 
debate, he would know that most 
academicians agree with him: so 
either he is as ill-informed as the pro- 
fessors. or the professors he despises 
are as smart as he is.) 

In fact I am, unlike Utley, a milit- 
ary professional (With four years 
active Air Force duty, I am now' an 
Army Reserve captain and full-time 
Army employe.) But I respect books. 

Great generals from Napoleon on 
have stressed that only people w r ho 


read history can really understand 
w r ar. Utley’s contempt for books 
proves that his military opinions 
have little value. (Eyewitness com- 
bat accounts are notoriously unreli- 
able until analyzed by military histo- 
rians, incidentally. A soldier knows 
only what he saw r : the historian 
knows what many soldiers saw.) 

As for South Vietnamese soldiers. I 
doubt Utley saw as many regulars as 
he claims Few GI’s fought side-by- 
side with ARVN. As for the equip- 
ment we gave ARVN. if Utley knows 
anything about war, he knows that 
tanks, aircraft and weapons are use- 
less without fuel, ammunition and 
spare parts. Even the North Viet- 
namese admit the Southerners were 
running out of these things after we 
cut our aid 

Utley’s claim that 90 percent of 
booby-traps w f ere made by South- 
erners is silly : booby-traps don't car- 
ry union labels. No one denies some 
Southerners supported the Reds, but 
strong evidence indicates it was a 
small percentage. 

Let me stress that despite my dis- 
regard for Utley ’s attitudes. I admire 
and appreciate his service as a sol- 
dier He carried a heavier burden in 
Vietnam than I did : for that . I apolo- 
gize I do not have to apologize for 
reading books, having college de- 
grees — or knowing infinitely more 
about Vietnam than he does

Helium-filled Space Pet keeps 
Wayne household on its toes

Man’s best friend? Move over canines, here comes the 
Space Pet. a helium-filled balloon that has a Wayne couple 
more than a little excited 

So enthused . in fact , that Joe and Anita Tarnopolski have 
formed a company — J . A Tarno & Sons — to distribute the 
Space Pet throughout Michigan. This metal-covered bal- 
loon features a patented weight system which allows the 
pet to hover indoors without a string 

“1 couldn’t believe it the first time I saw one of these 
things,” declared Tarnopolski as a Space Pet floated at eye 
level through the newspaper office. “I had heard of bal- 
loons filled with helium on strings but nothing like this.” 

Changes in atmospheric conditions or adjustment of the 
weights on the bottom of the balloon control the Space Pet s 
altitude. If your pet ends up on the ceiling, too many tabs 
have been removed and if it sits on the floor, more tabs 
must come off. Each tab can raise or lower the pet s height 
from one to two feet 

Life expectancy for the Space Pet is two to four weeks at 
which time it will settle due to helium loss. Within that 
period of time , your life could be changed . the Tarnopolskis 
point out. And they’re talking from experience. 

”We lost our first one. Lunar, when I left the door open.” 
Mrs. Tarnopolski recalled. ”1 thought it might be hiding so 
I searched the whole house before realizing what had hap- 
pened It’s strictly an indoor pet. 

“We missed it after awhile,” she continued, “so we’ve 
gotten a new one. named Gilda. I wanted to call her Golden 
but she’s silvery.” 

The Space Pet has travelled throughout the Tarnopols- 


ki’s two-story home in Wayne, causing its share of friendly 
havoc for the couple and their sons. Joe and Alan. 

“It loves the closets,” Tarnopolsi said, “and it has found 
its way into the bathtub at times. Once it woke me up at 2 
a m floating around my head I tapped it away and went 
back to sleep.” 

Little wonder that the distributors tell prospective deal- 
ers of the ways in which owners become attached to their 
Space Pet. Or that some 60 percent of the return business 
comes from adults aged 40 and older who find a need to 
replace their pet after it has “died .” 

“This pet is already selling very well in the South and in 
Canada,” said Tarnopolski. “It’s safe for children and is 
educational too It demonstrates the change in barometric 
pressure and temperature and traces the air currents in a 
home or school.” 

With the exclusive rights to market the Space Pet in this 
state, the Tarnopolskis are confident that a balloon which 
retails for $3 95 could turn out to be a fulltime business 
venture. And all because of an ad in an Albuquerque news- 
paper. 

“We answered an ad in the Albuquerque Journal regard- 
ing a new business idea,” explained Tarnopolski. “and it 
turned out to be the Space Pet. 

“At the time we were looking to prepare ourselves in 
case I were to get laid off,” added the distributor, who is 
employed as a boiler operator at the Ford Motor Co. Wayne 
assembly plant “Everyone we’ve talked to about the 
Space Pet has been very interested.” 

Tarnopolski said that his family could be contacted at 
326-6848 for a closer look at this pet As one midwestern 
distributor noted, “It : s quite an item ... really goofy but 
people seem to like it.” 

The Tarnopolski family certainly does

“Outland” relies on 
plot first — which takes 
us to an Earth mining 
outpost on Jupiter’s 
moon, lo. 

There we discover that 
a major conglomerate 
reaps big bucks from lo’s 
mineral rich surface with 
high-priced mining wild- 
catters working round 
the clock. The pressures 
of producing are such, 
that some of the men 
commit instant suicide 
by plunging into the 
netherworld of outer 
space sans spacesuit. 

To keep lo’s population 
from becoming unruly, 


Earth assigns Federal 
District Marshall Wil- 
liam O’Niel (Sean Con- 
nery) to keep the peace.

A strawberry festival is America's way of celebrating its love affair 
with its most famous berry Dip 'em, dunk 'em, shake ’em bake ’em. 
freeze 'em or squeeze ’em — everybody loves strawberries 
Whether served at a crafts or county fair, school carnival, church 
bazaar or supper or Belleville’s annual festival, strawberries are a 
welcome addition 

Establish your reputation as a strawberry expert by using strawber- 
ries all summer long And with a little planning ahead you can even 
enjoy strawberries all year long Since strawberry season will soon be 
in full swing, now is the time to take advantage 
Reserve some sunshine for next winter by making classic strawberry 
jams and jellies Freeze strawberries whole and delicious or slice and 
sugar them before freezing Strawberries have a way of cheering ev- 
erybody out of the winter doldrums They'll be wonderful in blender 
drinks, fruit salads, parfaiis and in quick Berry Blender Ice Cream 
This summer, when the ice cream freezer is handy and there are 
plenty of volunteers ' around to help turn it . Old Fashioned Strawber- 
ry Ice Cream is as good as you remember Not as rich as some, this 
recipe makes up lots of deliciously refreshing ice cream to cool you off 
on a hot summer day 

Berry Blender Ice Cream 

1 pint strawberries, washed 
and stemmed (about 3 cups 

4 cup whipping cream 

2 eggs 

Mi cup sugar 
2 teaspoons lemon juice 

Early in the day arrange berries in shallow pan or ice cube trays 
( large berries should be halved ) Freeze. A few minutes before serving, 
remove berries from freezer Put cream, eggs and sugar in blender 


container Whirl 2 seconds With motor on high, drop in frozen berries, 
one at a time Whirl smooth, stopping motor when necessary to stir 
thick mixture with rubber spatula Stir in lemon juice Spoon into 
serving dishes Serve at once or store in freezer, removing 15 to 20 
minutes before serving to soften slightly Makes about 24 cups, or 4 to 5 
servings. 

Strawberry Ice Cream 

2 pints fresh strawberries, coarsely chopped 

1 tablespoon lime juice 

cup sugar 

2 cups half and half 
Dash salt 

2 eggs, beaten 
14 teaspoons vanilla 

In small bowl, mix berries with lime juice and 1 3 cup of the sugar Set 
aside In saucepan combine half and half, salt beaten eggs and remain- 
ing 4 cup sugar. Cook over low heat stirring, until sugar dissolves and 
mixture coats spoon, about 12 to 15 minutes Cool. Add vanilla and 
berries Freeze in 2-quart hand crank or electric ice cream maker 
following manufacturer s instructions Serve at once, or store in freez- 
er. removing 15 to 20 minutes before serving to soften slightly Makes 
about 2 quarts 

Freezing fresh strawberries 

Extra frozen berries are handy Add to blender drinks, or use to 
garnish desserts and fruit salads Arrange berries in shallow pan or ice 
cube trays. Freeze; then pack frozen berries in plastic bags Close bag 
airtight with twist ( Freezing berries before bagging speeds the freez- 
ing process and prevents bruising.) Frozen strawberries will retain 
color, texture and flavor longer when packed with sugar or syrup in 
plastic bags or freezer containers

The recipe for that marvelous uncooked freezer jam comes with the pow- 
dered pectin you’ll be purchasing for that purpose so no need to take up space 
with those directions 

Instead , here ( from the Cooperative Extension Service ) are the how-to’s for 
sugar-free freezer jam which those counting calories and those with medical 
problems should appreciate since one tablespoon of the stuff will only cost you 
five calories. 

SUGARLESS FREEZER JAM 
14 tsp. unflavored gelatin 
14 T. cold water 

3 c. crushed strawberries 
14 tsp. liquid sweetener 

4 tsp. ascorbic acid powder 
red food coloring, if desired 

Soften gelatin in cold water Combine strawberries and sweetener in a 
saucepan Place over high heat and stir constantly until mixture comes to a 
boil Remove from heat ; add softened gelatin return to heat and continue to 
cook for one minute Remove from heat blend in ascorbic acid powder and 
food coloring Ladle into clean jars ; seal and store in refrigerator or freezer 


IF YOU'VE NEVER given any thought to just how our highly-esteemed 
strawberry came to be, you should have' I can say that (smart off) now that 
I*ve received a release from those in-the-know 
Ancestors of the strawberry came from both North and South America In 
the 1700’s. French explorers discovered a plump red berry being cultivated by 
the Indians of Chile in South America They took several plants back to 
France and crossed them with a wild meadow strawberry discovered a few 
years earlier in the North American colony of Virginia The resulting berry 
was a forerunner of our modern berry that side trip to France and a few
